Meeting October 14 in open session, the 
FCC adopted revised Part 15 (unlicensed ser- 
vices) rules to specifically regulate broadband 
over power line (BPL) systems. Specifics of 
the new rules in a Report and Order in ET 
Docket 04-37 won't be known for a few weeks. 
In comments before voting, three members of 
the Commission, including Chairman Michael 
K. Powell, specifically mentioned the concerns 
of Amateur Radio operators and expressed 
either assurances or hope that the new BPL 
rules will adequately address interference to 
licensed services. Republican FCC Commis- 
sioner Kevin Martin addressed Amateur Ra- 
dio's and broadcasters’ interference concerns in 
his written statement. ARRL President Jim 
Haynie, WSJBP, said he was encouraged to see 
the Commission acknowledge interference to 
Amateur Radio as a genuine issue in the BPL 
proceeding. 

"What the League has done in the last year 
and a half on this issue showed in the Commis- 
sion's public meeting today," Haynie said. He 
cited the FCC's approval of three major points 
that the League had been pushing for: Certifi- 
cation of BPL equipment instead of verifica- 
tion, a requirement for a public BPL database-- 
something the BPL industry did not want--and 
mechanisms to deal swiftly with interference 
complaints.

Anh Wride of the FCC Office of Engineering 
and Technology (OET), outlined the draft 
R&O and acknowledged that Access BPL de- 
vices "pose a somewhat higher potential for 
interference to licensed radio services than 
typical Part 15 devices." But, Wride went on to 
say, "we believe the specific benefits of BPL 
warrant acceptance of a small degree of addi- 
tional risk, and that this interference potential 
can be satisfactorily managed." 

Commissioner Michael Copps, a Democrat, 
said he remains concerned about interference 
to Amateur Radio users. "I take the concerns of 
this community very seriously and believe that 
the FCC has an obligation to work hard to 
monitor, investigate and take quick action, 
where appropriate, to resolve harmful interfer- 
ence." 

Copps said if interference occurs, "we must 
have a system in place to resolve it immedi- 
ately," and he expressed the hope that the new 
rules would include such "rapid turnaround" 
provisions. Copps, who dissented in part with 
the R&O, raised the question of whether utility 
ratepayers should have to "subsidize an electric 
power company's foray into broadband." 

The Commission's other Democrat, Jona- 
than S. Adelstein, said the interference ques- 
tion made the proceeding a challenging one 
because it had to accommodate concerns raised 
by Public Safety licensees, federal government 
users and Amateur Radio operators. "These are 
important services that we need to protect from 
harmful interference," Adelstein said. 

Adelstein also said that while it's clear that 
some BPL systems can co-exist with existing 
licensees, others "haven't fared so well." He 
said those systems shouldn't be deployed com- 
mercially until it's assured that they won't 
cause harmful interference. 

Commissioner Kathleen Abernathy, a Re- 
publican, said the FCC had to "make some 
hard compromises" to deal with questions 
about interference. But she expressed confi- 
dence in "technical solutions." 

Chairman Powell called it "a banner day" 
for communications in the US because, he 
said, BPL promises "ubiquitous service to all 
Americans at affordable rates." The chairman, 
a Republican, conceded that BPL will affect 
some spectrum users--including "all those 
wonderful Amateur Radio operators out there." 
Powell said the FCC has taken Amateur Radio 
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interference concerns seriously from the start 
and has taken care to ensure that protections 
are in place "to allow that service to continue.” 
At the same time, Powell implied that the FCC 
must balance the benefits of BPL against the 
relative value of other licensed services. 

“But let me underscore the potential for the 
American economy is too great, too enormous, 
and too potentially groundbreaking to sit idly 
by and allow any claim or any possible specu- 
lative fear keeps us from driving this technol- 
ogy and drive America into the broadband fu- 
ture." 

ARRL CEO David Sumner, KIZZ, sug- 
gested that Powell was overstating the neces- 
sity of yet another broadband pipeline. "It's 
astonishing to me that the chairman of the FCC 
can talk about needing a ‘third way' to provide 
broadband to consumers when multiple tech- 
nologies already are available, including wire- 
less broadband," he said.

Have you ever used your radio for a short 
rag chew while traveling back and forth to 
work? Did you ever use an autopatch to make 
a phone call from your radio? Do you listen to 
K2KWK's "Hilltop Report" or check-in to the 
Monroe County FM Net on Sunday nights? If 
you have, chances are you were using the ser- 
vices of the 146.79 MHz and 146.88 MHz re- 
peaters in our area. But have you ever stopped 
to think about how those repeaters first got on 
the air and how they stay on the air? I did, soI 
spoke with Rick Booth (K2SA) of the Genesee 
Repeater Association (GRA) and Ray Pickens 
(WA2MYG) control operator of the Rochester 
Radio Repeater Association (RRRA) to find 
out. 

GRA is the organization responsible for the 
K2SA/R repeaters on 146.79 MHz and 443.7 
MHz. Rick explained that it takes lots of time, 
effort, planning and equipment to put a re- 
peater on the air. It also takes a lot of money 
to keep a repeater on the air. For example, it 
costs GRA over $1147 per year for insurance 
and rental of the land that the repeater sits on. 
It costs another $780 per year to pay electrical 
and telephone bills. In total, it costs GRA over 
$2200 per year to keep the repeaters opera- 
tional and available at no charge to any ama- 
teur who wants to use it. Ray told me a similar 
story about the K2RRA/R repeater system on 
146.88 MHz and 442.700 MHz. During the 
fiscal year July 1, 2003 thru June 30, 2004, 
RRRA spent over $1700 in operating ex- 
penses. That includes phone bills (3 phones), 
postage and parts when needed for both repeat- 
ers. Since the K2RRA/R repeater is the local 
ARES/RACES repeater system, no rent is paid 
for the repeater sites themselves. However, 
Ray explained that over $5,000.00 has been 
spent over the past 1-1/2 years for repeater 
upgrades.

As you can see, it takes a fair amount of 


money to operate the K2SA/R and K2RRA/R 
repeater systems. These repeaters and most of 
the other "open" repeaters that we use every 
day are financed primarily by donations from 
amateur radio operators like you and me. So 
for the cost of a few cables, take the time right 
now and please make a donation to your favor- 
ite repeater. Every little bit helps!

On Sunday nights, bulletins and the Monroe 
County FM Net are held to keep the local gang 
informed and to test equipment. Bulletins be- 
gin around 8:20pm with the "Newsline 2004- 
2005" brought by Ray, WA2MYG. They con- 
tinue with the "Hilltop Bulletin" from Dwight, 
K2KWK at 8:45pm. These weekly features 
alternate from Sunday to Sunday on local re- 
peaters. When they appear on the 146.88 sys- 
tem of the RRRA, they are also linked to the 
mega-repeaters of Bob, N2HJD on nine ama- 
teur bands. On the alternate Sundays they use 
the K2SA repeater of The Genesee Repeater 
Association on 146.79. 

Tuesday bulletin sessions begin at 8:00pm 
with the same features from WA2MYG and 
K2KWK. They appear on the Bristol Mtn. 
repeater, WR2AHL, 145.110 (pl tone 110.9 
required) of Mike, W2HYP. That is linked up 
full time to the repeater of Greg, KE2VW, 
operating on 146.67 (pl tone 107.2 required) 
from a very high location south of the commu- 
nities of Dunkirk and Fredonia. These two 
systems enable hams from Syracuse to Erie, 
PA to hear bulletins that include selected sto- 
ries from the ARRL Letter and ARRL web 
site.
